I'ai:is, March 11. — -At thfi Panama trial 
to-day, L. Thiobaud, in tho course of hia 
testitnooy, created a sensation by declaring 
that he had always regarded M. Arton as 
a secret agent of tho Government. 

M, Souligon, civil cKfiincer, whom e.x- 
Deputy Cliantagrel yeaterday accused of at- 
tempted bribery, waa called to tho witueaa 
stand to oouQriii or deny tho churgo. Hn 
emphatically denied that M. de Lessepa 
had ever instructed him to briba M. Chanta 
grcl, when that gentleman was a member 
of tho Deputies committee on the Lottery 
bill. 

M. (Cliantagrel, bi;ing recalled, repeated 
Ilia testimony to the cU'ect that M. Souligon 
had tried to bribe him. 

Madame Cotru'.s evidence waa the next 
aeuHution in the court. Sho aaid that u fe 
days after the arrest of lier hueband sho 
learned that the Government, annoyed at 
tho turn the prosecution waa taking, de- 
sired to auppresa it, and sought 
an intermediary between themselves 
and the Pa.riania Uanal directors. A gentle 
man named Gerard visited her and ofifered 
to act in the capacity of intermediary. He 
informed her that a true bill would not bo 
returned if tho directors . bound themselves 
to silence. She wanted, however, to deal 
with a lietter authority than M; Gerard. 
She was on January 18 conduoted to the 
office of M. Soinoury, chief of tlie detective 
department, who asked her whether 
sho posseesed any compromising documents 
which might be useful to the Ministry. M. 
Soinoury did not make tho propoaulo in pre- 
ciao terms, but aho felt that tho release of 
her huaband woa being ofifered as u bribe for 
tho surrender of the compromiaiuf; piipera. 
Soinoury offered to allow her to viait her 
hualiand in order that nho ahould iiiduco 
him to warn Cliarlea de Loasepa, who had 
already spoken too much. Soinoury also 
aaked permiaaion to report tho gist of the 
converaation to M. Loubet. 

The teatimony of Madame Cottu caused a 
deep stir in the court room and everybody 
eagerly awaited tho action of the proaiding 
judge regarding tho revelations. 

■Tudgo Desjardina declined to summon 
Soinoury and others wanted as witnesses 
and cut ofT tho line of inquiry. 

M. Deschanipa, who had been mentioned 
by M. Andrieux as having coaimunicated 
with Arton in his, behalf; testified simply 
that ho bad none of' ArtbVs -letters in his 
poaaeasion. 

M. Andrieux being agnin called to the 
atiiud and questioned by counsel, declined 
to reveal tho identity of the famous "X," 
whoao name hud been erased in Her/.'a list 
of alleged bribo-takcra. 

M. Targe, formerly Minister of tho In- 
terior, arrived in court and took the stand. 
He declared that Charles de Lesaeps had 
menaced him with an attack in the news- 
papers unless he woul(\_ help the Panama 
Canal project. 

Charles do Lcsseps arose and denied 
having uttered any such menace. 

M. Soinoury, chief of the detective de- 
partment, had come to court of his own 
accord when he heard of Madamo Cottu'a 
statement. Ho took the witness box, and 
declared that ahe caino to hia houso and 
voluntarily asked permission to visit lier 
husband. Soinoury au-ore that he had 
never threatened and had never altomptcd 
to bargain with Madame Cottu. 

Madame Cottu here arose and repealed 
with energy her declaration in worda to the 
ell'ect that he had asked her whetlior she 
jKL-iseaaed any doeuiiienta compromiainc 
ileputiea of the extreme right. Tliia de- 
claration caused a prolonged sensation in 
court and loud murmurs were heard on all 
sides. 

M. Soinoury seeuied eoniewliat discon- 
certed. Cn being pressed he admitted that 
merely out of curioaity ho had asked 
Madame Cottu whether alio bad any doou- 
inenta involving deputies of the extreme 
right. The court then adjourned. 

To-niglit M. Bourgeois, Minister of 
.lustice, reaigned hia otiioo, and the nowa, 
coupled with to-day'a expoGurea, has cauaed 
a wide spread ferment in I'aria. 

M. T^oubet, tho former premier, in an in- 
terview with a correspondent to-uight, 
mado an emphatic statement to tho elieot 
that he had given no orders to Soinoury to 
procure any compromising documents in the 
possession of Maaame Cottu as tho price of 
her buaband's release. 

At tho session to-day of the committee of 
investigation of the Chamber of Deputies 
the committee refused to accept tho resig- 
nation of M. Henri Brissonas President, and 
resolved to summon M. Ribot and M. liour- 
geoia to explain tho iiieaaurea taken for the 
arrest of M. Arton, tlie alleged go-between 
tho bribery of Deputies. Tho 
committee alao reaolvcd to aak for 
dooun.ents showing what had been done in 
relation to tho extradition of Cornelius Her/, 
and for tho facta relating to Cottu'a being 
allowed to go at large. It is underatood 
that the lack of confidence indicated by tho 
course of tho commiaaion of investigation 
haa hud much to do with prompting tho 
resignation of M. Bourgeois. 

M. Bourgeois in hia letter to M. Ribot, 
announcing hia rcaignation, said that ho re- 
aigned b(3cau80 M. Soinoury'a evidence had 
failed to eatabliah the fact that ho had never 
authorized any ono to approach Madamo 
Cottu in connection with tho Panama caae, 
aud he felt that there was no alternativu 
but to resign, in order to free himself from 
all auapicion.

New Youk, March 11.— Despatches from 
various points in Mieliigim and Wiaeonsin 
report higli water and ice gorge.") iu tlie 
varioua rivera, resulting in serious diuiiage 
to towns, cities and farm lauda. (I rand 
Rapids, Mich., haa overllowed and the 
towna of Muir, Ionia, Owasao, Grand 
R'jpida and their neighborhoods are 
sullerers. _ In New York State' the 
Genesee River and various Streams in the 
western portion of the State are very higli, 
and Rochester, Bataria, Mount Morris and 
other places are threatened. The two Sua- 
quohannas are flooded and the inhabitants 
of the whole country from Binghamton, N. 
Y., to William's Port, Benn., are appre- 
hensive of serious trouble.

The oommis- 
sioh is to havo power to summon witnesses, 
take evidence, and institute a thorough in- 
veatigation into tho financial indebtedneaa 
of tbe Kingdom, ita lawa and tho habits of 
tho people. Tho timo necessary for thia 
work, it ia aaid, will be two or three months. 

Mr. DavicB, Princess Kaiulani'a rcpre- 
aentative, haa aa yet made no arrangement 
to obtain an audience for the Princesa at 
the Executive Mansion. He says ho is well 
aware that the representatives of the Prin 
ceas have no diplomatic standing iu the 
United States, and that her visit to tho 
President, if made, will be purely a socia 
one. For this reason ha haa made no cu 
deavor to enlist the aid of Sir Julian 
Punncefotc, the British minister, in behalf 
of hia charge. A portion of next week will 
bo devoted to social affairs, tho Princeaa 
having been invited to attend numeroua en 
tertainments given in her honor in this city,

outbreak. A newa letter from Belfaat aa- 
serts that a firm in Ulster recently ordered 
100,000 Mactini-Henri rifles from English 
manufacturers of that weapon. The manu- 
facturers referred the order to the British 
Government for advice os to whether it ■ 
should be complied with. The. Qovem- 
mont's reply was of such a nature that the - 
English manufacturers replied to the' Ulster 
firm that they were not permitted to exe- - 
cute tho order. This is considered as show- 
ing that the Government means to enforce 
the order reoently issued that no arms shall, 
be permitted to be sent to Ireland without- 
permission from the Dublin executive. 

A large delegation of merchants, bankers; 
and ship ownera from Dublin and other 
placea iu L-^inster, and also from the Pro- 
vincea of Muuater and Conuaught, was re- 
ceived yeaterday by Lord Salisbury. The 
object waa to s-how that there waa atrong 
opposition to Homo Rule in other parts of 
Ireland besides Ulster. Lord Salisbury was 
assisted in receiving tho delegation by Hon. 
A. J. Balfour, Lord Randolph Churchill 
and Hon. ( J. .1. Goschen. The members of 
the delegation spoke iu strong, earnest lan- 
guage of the disaster to bueiueaa interests 
which they predicted would follow the crea- 
tion of a separate government for Ireland.

Mr. A. L. Poudrier Entrusted With 
the Compilation of Geological 
Reports. 



Carrying Into Effect the Recommenda- 
tion of the Surveyor-General 
on the Subject. 



In tho annual report of the Surveyor- 
General of tho Pfovinco for 1S'J2, there 
wero a number of recommendationa made aa 
to tho future operations and work of the 
department. One of these was in connec- 
tion with the geological information about 
tho Province, which, as ia well known, is 
very valuable, having been gathered by the 
continuous eflbrta of the Geological Survey 
branch of tho Department of tho luterior 
(Dominion Government), represented by 
such well known acientifio men as Riehard- 
£on, Dawaon, Solwyn, Macoun and MoCon- 
nell, who have covered the whole Province, 
and whose labors extend over a period of 
more than twenty years. 

Aa stated in Mr. Tom Kains' report, thia 
authentic and reliable information has been 
acquired without any expense to the 
Province and repreaeuts, in field 
work alone, an outlay of over 
one hundred thouaand dollara, while the ad- 
ditional expense will in all probability run 
up to more than double or treble that, liut 
while this information is ao very valuable 
to tho settler, lumberman, proapector and 
minor, it ia very difficult of acccsa. Tliis 
for several reasons : In the firat place, por- 
tions of it are published in each of tho 
twenty voluminous and costly annual re- 
porta, which in addition contain a great 
deal of other matter irrelevant to tho Pro- 
vince — in other worda, it ia so scattered 
that it ia next to iinpcasiblo for the average 
inquirer to get at it. Again, a number of 
tho annual reports are eitlier out of print or 
tho supply is exhausted ao that it ia impoa- 
aiblo to obtain them. Complete seta are 
fow and far between. In fact, there is 
said to bo only one sot in the Province, al- 
though in the Government library and in 
the Legitlature libtary there are many sin- 
gle copies of varioua yeara. 

Thcae facts having come to tho attention 
of the department, the desirability of hav- 
ing the reports "compiled," ao to speak, 
waa referred to by'Mr. Kains, the surveyor- 
general, in hia report as follows : 

" In view of the above facts, it has been 
considered advisable to collect all this scat- 
tered information, and after classifying and 
arranging it in such a manner by the addi- 
tion of BufiBcient reliable data as to clearly 
set forth all the natural productions of each 
diatrict, with their ucceasibility, to publish 
it in convenient form and append a small 
gS^ologioally colored map of the Province, 
which would greatly explain the text and 
inatorially enhance the value of the whole 
work." 

The task of carrying out tho indicated 
plan is no snuill one. It has been entrusted 
to ilr. A. L. Poudrier, than whom no more 
competent man perhaps could have been 
choEen. He is, in tho first place, thorough- 
ly well informed on the subject, being a re- 
cognized geologist of high standing. Com- 
bined with his knowledge of the subject, ho 
has an intimate personal acquaintance with 
nearly every section of tho Province, and 
lias tho ailditional advantage gained by a 
systematic atudy forycaraof all the reporta, 
not only of Canadian but of American and 
English geologists, many of whom have 
written exocelint standard works on varioua 
features of Britiah Columbia. 

Mr, Poudrier has already begun hia work 
but will not complete it for a long timo. 
Hia plan is to take up first the 
various diatricta auoh as Caaslar, Gomox, 
Cariboo, Kootenay, etc., and to deacribe 
them as to topography, timber, and so on. 
The watersheds, ri vera, and baaina will be 
aliown and the varioua locationa of niinerala. 
The miuerala will afterwards be treaced in 
a separate chapter, tlicy being clusaified 
under gold, silver, coal, etc., with particu- 
lara aa to where they arc tound, etc., and 
refereneea aa to the diatricta of which gi.-n- 
eral information ia given aa above. Iti this 
way the volume when completed will be a 
most valuable guide to tho geology of uil 
parts of the Province. It will probably 
make about L^UO to 300 pages with accom- 
panying mapa.

Senator Uacdonald Draws Attention 
to the NecesBity of Better' Pro- 
tection From Epidemics. 

He Is Satislied That the Government 
Will Take Every Precaution 
Against Cholera. 



In the Doniiuion Scnnto on l''ebiuary 2", 
Hon. Mr. Ferguson rose to call the atten- 
tion of the Clovernmeati to the repocta of a 
renewed outbreak of oholera in Europe aod 
to the fears entertained that there will be 
an epidemio of cholera both in Europe aod 
America during the coming summer, and 
inquire of the Government wliut steps thoy 
have taken and intend to take to prevent 
the introdnotion of ..eholera .iato Canada, 
and to deal with it if so introduced ? He 
Eaid : " My object in making this inquiry is 
not only to ascertain what the Government 
has done, bub \jhat they are doing 
and what they intend to do to defend this 
country from an invasion of cholera 
during the ensuinfj auinmer. Not only 
that, but to elicit from Lho meniliera of thia 
House a discussion from which the Govci.-n- 
ment perhaps nmy bo able to obtain Boinu 
information, or ut nil events receive some 
sugK'^Btions tliat may guide tiieni in what 
they propo?e to do." The Senator spoke at 
considerable length, die niattor bcfjig cUa- 
cussed amoiiR others by the Hon. Messrs. 
Sullivan, I'oiri, Mclnnes, Ahnon, Scott, 
Miicdcnuld, ron er and lU'iul, 

The following is from ihc oliicial report of 
tlie debates : 

Hon. Mr. ■Macdopalil (I! C.)-The hon. 
mrnibvf ffom Niagara, who bniiiL;lit forward 
"''.s question, deaervea lho thanUs of the 
House and of the country. Wo are imxioua 
in British Columbia to know what the Gov- 
ernment propose to do, not ao muuh on ac- 
count of cholera as of smallpox. Uvory 
steamer entering our ports now carries one 
or more cases of emallpox, and it is import- 
ant that something should be done soon to 
protect our Province from epidemics, I 
have no doubt the Minister of Agriculture 
is aware of the precautions that have been 
adopted by the eteamship companies carry- 
ing passengers from Europe to America. 
Alt emigrants are detained and housed for 
a certain number of duvs and kept under 
Strict medical supervision and examination 
before the departure of the steamer. At 
the end of the certain number of days those 
who are ill and not able to proceed are taken 
back, uud those who are well arc forwarded to 
their dcstini.tion audugain subjected to a very 
strict examination and perhaps to quaran- 
tine as well. I do not know what power 
our Government could exercise to induce 
the steamship eonipuiiiea on the PaciilO coast 
to do anything of that kind, but if they uro 
powerless in that wuy, s. If-intercst might 
induce the conipiuiies to adopt; such precau- 
tious as I have mentioned, because tlie loss 
of time and nioiiey fiy quarantine is very 
great, and they might avoid it by adopting 
some euch course aa I have mentioned, 

One of the great dangers lies at our very 
doors in the case of an epidemic — that is, 
imperfect sewerage and impure water. It 
is u Idinentablo faut that throughout thia 
country all sowers drain into rivers and the 
masses of the people use the waters of those 
rivers viihout boiling or filtering, and take 
into their systems the germs of diphtheria, 
typhoid, scarlet fever and other dis- 
eases. It is well known that a cholera 
bacillus cirried into a river soon breeds mil- 
lions of germs and the water becomes con- 
taminated. These are no doubt municipal 
matters, but the Dominion Government 
ought to act on the suggestion of the hon. 
gentleman from Niagara and issue a warn- 
ing to munioipalities and the people about 
drainage and about the necessity of boiling 
the water they use, to avoid an epidemic 

There is a very able article in the Fornm, 
by Sir Spencer 'Welts, dealing with the ques- 
' tion of cholera. He mentions one instance 
which occnrred in 1866, showing hotv the 
distiibtttion of cholera poison occurred 
through the contamination of the waters of 
the river Lea by the diachargps from some 
cholera patients. These patients had ar- 
rived at Southampton Bufl'jring from cliolera 
in its early or latent stage. 'I iiey were nup- 
posed to have recovered and were allowed 
to pass on to a cottiige. They iiifocted the 
river first and the district sup^'lied by the 
water cnnipany afterwards, with tho result 
that I0,0(l(l people were attacked with 
cholera and 6,000 of them died. Ho also 
shows that a person who may leave an in- 
fected port in gijod liealth and cross the 
Atlantic, may carry the gerniH of the dis- 
ease with hiiTi and spread it, and yet escape 
hirnstlf. All this ijoea to show tho neces- 
sity of strict quar.iiitine, and nf fumigaliug 
and disinfecting, lie says that that is tho 
only remedy. Then he deals with tlie ques- 
tion of di.«po.siiig of the bodies of those who 
die of cholera. He says that the cloth- 
ing nnd the bodies should be cremated, 
that it is the only way to kill the germ. 
Burying the de.id only spreads the disease, 
as the germ multiplies in tho ground and 
may be dug up again. However, I am sat- 
isfied that GUI' Government will take every 
precaution to prevent the introduction and 
spread of this dreaded epidemio. 

A. B. Angers, in the course of his 
reply, said : We intend to give the sick all 
necessary comfort and to treat the healthy 
])eoplc in no less human n way, nnd const - 
queiitly we will erect buildings for the de- 
tention of immigrants and passengers who 
are not infected by the disease, but only 
suspected, to keep them apart ; and such 
buildings are to be ))ut up at Halifax, St. 
John, Quebec and Critish C/olutiibia. In 
each of these stations tho ap|iUiiiicea that I 
hai'e mentioned will also l)0 establislud. 
Tho vote in tlio KatiiiiateH for tho putting 
up of the stations in British Columbia is 
$t)'2,000| providing for new grounds, water

An exoollent choice 
was made in the seloctioa of Captain George 
Vancouver to examine into the affair and 
settle the dilHoulty.

Message from His Majesty to both Houses 
of Parliament, May 'J5, 1700, relative to 

the capture of certain vessola by tho 

Spaniards in Nootka Sound : 

GkouckR. — His Majesty has received in- 
formation that tivo vessels belonging to Hia 
Majesty's subjects, and navigated under tho 
Hriiiah flag, and two others, of which tho 

etcription is not hitherto sullioieutly ascer- 
tained, have been captured at Nootka 
Snur.d, on the Norl hwestern coast of America, 
by an oliicer coinr.ianding two Spanish ships 
ot war; that the cargoes of the Sritish ves- 
sels have been seized, and their officers and 
crews have been sent as prisoners to a 
S,i.in!ah port. 

Tho Oupturo ot oiiO of these vesaola had 
bi fore been notified by tho ambassador of 
His Catholic Majesty, by order of hia ooutt, 
who at the same time desired that nicusures 
might he taken for preventing His iMnjeatj's 
sui'jeots from fnqucuting these coasts, 
which were alleged to have been previously 
(iccu[iied and frequented by the 'sub- 
jects of Spain. Complai(it3 were also 
made of the fiiheries carried on by Hia 
Majesty's subjects in tho seas adjoining to 
the Spaui^ih continent, as being contrary to 
tho rights of the crown of Spain, In con- 
acquenco of thia connnuuication, a demand 
was immediately made, by Hia Majesty's 
order, for adc<iuate satisfaction, and tor the 
restitution of tho vessel, previous to any 
other discussion. 

By aLswer from the court of Spain it 
appears that thia veaaol and her erew had 
been set at liberty by the viceroy of Mexico; 
but this is represented to have been done by 
him on the supposition that nothing but the 
ignorance of the rights of Spaii\ encouraged 
the individuals of other nations to come to 
those coasts for the purpose of mikiiit; 
establishments, or carrying on Iraut.', and in 
conformity to his previous instruction.s, re- 
quiring him to show all possible regard to 
the I'ritiuh nation. No satisfaction is made 
or offered, and a direct claim is assorted by 
the court of Spain to the cxcluaive rights of 
sovereignty, navigation and ooninicica in 
tho territories, coasts and seas in that part 
of the world. 

Hia M .jesty has now directed hia minis- 
ter at Madrid to mako a fresh representa- 
tion on thia subject, uud to claim such full 
and adequate satisfaction as the nature of 
the case evidently requires. And under 
these circumstances His Majesty, having 
also received information that coEsidarAble 
armaments uro carrying on in the ports of 
Spiin, has judged it indispensably neces- 
sary to give orders for making euch pre- 
parations as may put it in- HisMujesty's 
power to act with visor and effect in Bup- 
port of the honor of nts crown, and tho in- 
terests of bis people. And His Mujoaty 
commends it to his faithful Commons, on 
whose zeal and public spirit he has tho most 
perfect reliance, to enable him to take such 
measures and to make such augmentation of 
his forces, as moy bo eventually necessary 
for this purpose. 

It is His Majesty'a earnest wish that the 
justice of Ilia Alnjesly'a demands may eu- 
sure from the wisdom and ciiuity of His 
Catholic Majesty tho satisfaction which is 
so un([iiestionably due; and that this utfair 
may bu terminated in such a manner as may 
prevent any grounds of miauuderstauding 
in fulure, and to continue and conliriii that 
harmony and friendship which has so happi- 
ly subsisted between the two courts, and 
which His Majesty will always endeavor to 
maintain and improve by all such means as 
aro consistent with the dignity of Hia Ma- 
jesty's crown uud the essential interests of 
his subjects. G. R, " 

On the 26th of May an "humble address 
of tlu! Right Honorable the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, in Parliament assembled," 
was passed, approving of Hia Majesty's 
Message.

THE WEONO WAY. 

Tiie course taken by the City Council in 
the appointn-.ont of u tax collector was, to 
eay the least, very peculiar. Were the 
Councillors afraid of responsibility when 
they bad recourse to ' the ballot to select a 
maa who ehotild he chosen with much care, 
and after eearchiog inquiry? Is it possible 
that some of them wanted to do what tbey 
Icnew was wrong, and that they pitched 
■upon tho ballot aa the only means by which 
they could do it with safety? Appointing 
- ipersoDS to positions of trust by ballot is cor- 
"tainly not the best way to get men possees- 
dng the g[ualifioafclona needed. Bob if tho 
•Coanonion expect to get rid of responsi- 
bility by voting in secret, they will be much 
iriiatakcn. Every ono of them, whether lia 
voted for the appointee or not, should, and 
■no doubt will, be hold responsible for 
'the appointment. Each of the CouQcillors 
took apon himself tha responsibility when 
ho consented to elect the tax collector by a 
iSeorob vote. 

It is somewhat sinRular that tho man who 
sent ia the highest tender was elected. 
Was this in coneequenco of tho secret vote ? 
■Putting up an otlioo of that kind to tender 
<nas not, in «ni opinion, a politio proceed- ' 
ing. Cheapness is a good thing, but it ia 
very far from being everything. But since 
the Councillors did set the office up to 
auction they should have paid some regard 
to the ternia of their own niakinR. They 
ought to have known what they were doing 
'When they called for tenders, and in making 
their choice they should certainly not have 
acted in direct oppoailioa to their own 
principle. Tho whole busincaa was a series 
of blunders from first to last. The odico 
was not one that should bo put to tender. 
'The Councillorsahould know what an honest 
man can do the work faithfully f(;r, and they 
-should have chosen one who was competent 
andofieied him a fair rate of remuneration. 
The Cheap John secret way of doing busi- 
ness is beneath tho dignity of the Corpora- 
tion of any respectable city. 



AN OBfEOTOJt. 



Tho Vancouver World opposes tlie erec- 
tion of new Provincial public buildiuga in 
Victoria because, in its opinion, they are 
"not yet wanted." Thia ia tho objection of 
a certain class in every community to ira* 
piovementa and reforms of all kinds. As 
soon aa a proposal is made to start any- 
thing now or to diverge from tho beaten 
path they raise the cry that the change ia 
not wanted, or that tho lime has not yet 
arrired in wLiicli it; ouglit Lo bo made. Wo 
did not think that tlie Vancouver World 
belonged to this unenterprising, unprogces- 
sive class. 

It is well kiioivn that tho present 
Provincial buildings aro not nearly 
iarijo enough for tho busincaa that 
ia to ba done in them. The World 
tacitly' admits that the Department of 
li&ndB and Works urgently demands greater 
.aooonimodation than the pteaent building 
aiforde. A building ia therefore required 
immediately for this department. Woald 



our contemporary have the GoYernment run 
up a shanty big enough for the purpose that 
might do in a kind of way for a few years, 
if it did not burn down in the meantime ? 
Or would it have a building in every way 
tit.for tho purpose, and creditable to the 
Province, erected ? Common sense dictates 
that tho building should be a suitable one, 
and ono that British Columbiaus need not 
be ashamed of. Since this building must 
be erected without any needless loss of time, 
would it not be prudent so to design it that 
it will be part of the parliamentary and 
departmental buildings of the future ? 

It will have to ' be admitted that if tho 
Province goes on progressing even at the 
rate it has done durif;^ tho last ten years the 
present Parliamentary buildings and museum 
will be not only unworthy the Province 
but altogether inadequate. Those buildings 
are at best now onlyamakeshift. When com- 
pared with the public buildings of the other 
Provinces, they can hardly bo called re- 
spectable. They cannot last much longer 
without addition and repairs that will swallow 
up a great deal of money with the mbab un- 
satisfactory results. Would it not then be 
beat, from a merely economic point of 
view, to commence the erection of the pub- 
lic buildings that Rritiah Columbia must in 
any event soon rc<iuirp, at once ''. Tho ex- 
pense must bo incurred, and as the structures 
are for the future as well as the present, 
will it not be best to build them on a scale 
somewhat in keeping with the prospects of 
the Province ? The saving that a few years 
delay will cauao will be inaignilicant com- 
pared with tiio advantage of having com- 
modious, »ell-planucd buildings, alTording 
ample aocomtnodatlon for all the dr part- 
ments of the Govornment. 

In its plea for delay our contemporary 
instances Ontario. The Government of that 
Province fearing the opposition of the un- 
progressive people who kept on crying out 
that new Provincial buildiuga were not 
wanted, postponed the erection until the old 
ramshackle building was a positive dipgrace 
to the Province of Ontario and to the City of 
Toronto. Every man of intelligence and en- 
terprise who took any pride in the Province 
and the City was ashamed of the mean, 
ruinous pile that did duty in Ontario as a 
Parliament House for years after it ought 
to have been pulled down or abandoned. 
Did Ontario save anything by deferring tho 
construction of a Provincial building aulli- 
cient for the needs of its Government and 
creditable to the largest and richest Pro- 
vince of the Dominion? We venture to say 
that if such a building had been erected, 
us it ought to have been, tea or 
twelve years beforo the Goyemment 
mustered- courage enough to make 
preparations for the construotion of the 
present edifice, the Province would have 
saved money. The experience of Ontario, 
instead of deterring Lritisli Columbians 
from having suitable public buildings in 
time, should encourage them to proceed 
with tho work before tbey incurred the re- 
proach of being narrow-minded, penurious 
and unprogressive. If the Government of 
Ontario had gone on with the work when it 
really had a cash surplus in its Treasury, it 
would have been best for tho Province in 
every way. We are afraid that our con- 
temporary has drawn upon its imagiiiation 
for the surplus of *' many millions " which 
it says Ontario has in its Treasury. The 
surplus may still exist, although there aro 
many who doubt it, but wherever it is or 
whatever form it has taken, it is no longer 
in tho Treasury of the Province. 

We are strongly of the opinion that tho 
Maritime Provinses, without a single excep- 
tion, had public buildings greatly superior 
to those of British Columbia, long before 
they were financially in as good a position 
to build them as thia Province ia in to incur 
the expense now proposed. They %vere lino 
stone structures of considerable architec- 
tural merit and were ornaments to the cities 
in which they stood, and creditable to the 
colonies to which they belonged. 

There may ba something behind the 
World s opposition to the building of tlio pro- 
posed legislative halls which it finds it poli- 
tic to keep in the background, for wo find it 
hard to believe that it would oppose such a 
reasonable and much needed improvement 
on grounds that are merely obstruotive and 
unprogressive. 

A SERIES OF FAILURES. 

After many weeks squabbling and in- 
triguing the Le(;ialaturo of Washington was 
obliccd to adjourn without electing a 
United States Senator. No candidate 
could get the majority of the votes of the 
two bodies of the Legislature in joint ses- 
sion necessary to elect. This mode of elec- 
tion seems aa if it were expressly contrived 
to give poliiioal schemera tho opportunity 
for inlrigue that tlipy so ardtMitly deaire, and 
to bring about deaillouka. The liepublicaiia 
blame a " ring " for tho undesirable reaull, 
but we think that it would be more cor- 
rect if they laid tho miscarriage at the 
door of their unnecessarily complicated 
syajdm of election. 

Washington is not, however, tho only 
state that has failed to elect a Senator. 
Wyoming and Montana are in tho same 
plight, and it was thought for a 
timo that there would be a failure 
to elect in North Dakota. But before the 
time for adjournment came a compromise

was made and William N. Roach, a Demo- 
crat, was chosen. 

The Governors of Wyoming and Montana 
have each appointed a Senator, and no 
doubt the Governor of Washington will 
appoint one. The Senators so appointed 
hold olliofa only until the Legislatures of the 
several States elect men to fill tho seats. 
So these States, whioli wo supposed to bo 
governed by tiio people, have to fall back 
iu the appointment of men to a most im- 
portant <,offioe on the oB»>man pQwer.:.y,7lb is 
questioned, too, whdther the Governor of a 
State has power to appoint a Senator when 
the Legislature fails to elect one. This ia a 
iiucstion which the Senate will have to set- 
tle before long.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 

Ga.s for Electkic Liohtino.— Tho 
advantages of gas-engines for electric 
lighting were urged by Mr .1. Emerson 
Dowson at a recent mooting of British 
engineers. Facta were presented tending 
to show that when town gas is used the 
coiisumiition is only about half as great 
as that necessary to produce the .same 
light from ordinaty gas-burners ; and that 
when generator gas is employed not more 
than half as much coal is consumed as is 
required for steam power. Great econ- 
omy over steam results from tho ready 
adaptation of gas-j)0wer to tho greatly 
v.irying load upon the engines, whilo no 
fuel at all is burned when tho lights iiro 
not needed. With town gas, neither 
boilers nor liremeii are re(iuired, little 
space is needed, and electric lightiii 
plants may be located in crow ded disti ict.s 
where atoam engines would not be allow- 
ed. It is only within a very few year.'; 
that largo gas-enginos have been made 
practicable. But they already supply 
7000 horse power for electric lighting in 
Great Britain, and operate 1100 arc-lamps 
and 90,000 glow-lamps in Germany. 

Tin: FoHM oi- Edcs. — Various at 
tempts have been mado to account for 
the diversity in shape seen in eggs. A 
recent study convinces Dr. Nicolsky that 
tho diO'erences may be all traced to grav- 
ity, and ho finds his idea confirmed by all 
tho eggs in the zoological collection of the 
St. Petersburg University. He supposes 
that pressure by the sides of tho ovary 
tends to elongate tho oyg before tho shell 
has hardened. In birds which keep a 
vortical position while at rest, as do tho 
falcon and the owl, the soft egg ia mado 
short by tho action of the weight of tho 
body against the ovarian pressure ; whilo 
in birds that, like tho griibe, are nearly 
dvvays swimming tho egg is lengthened 
becnuae tho bird's weight acts with the 
coiiipru.s.sion by tho ovary. Tho egg is 
made more pointed at one end than at 
tho other in birds that, like the guillemot, 
are frequently changing their position — 
sometimes swimming and diving, some- 
times perching on the rooks, etc. 

Great Tortoises. —In the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, navigators re- 
ported huge land tortoises in two widely 
separated regions — the (ialapagos islands 
in the I'acilic, and several islands in the 
Indian Ocean. Tho tortoises were taken 
from Mauritius and Reunion, but seem to 
have been particularly numerous in the 
smaller island of Rodrigue;^ From this 
island they were in 1701 boing sent by 
thousands to Mauritius, but early in the 
present century extermination was here 
complete, and only in the little i.sland of 
Aldahra are a few specimens of the tor- 
toises now known tn be living m a wild 
state. Stejis are being taken to preserve 
these individuals, and to introduce them 
into other i.slands. Two tortoises — prob- 
ably of the Rodriguez kind— were deliv- 
ered to tho Royal Artillery on the .siir- 
rendor of Mauritius in 1810, and one of 
tliom— 24 feet high, with a shell 9i foot 
in circumference — is still living. 

Kxthi:mes in Liki:.— Both tho largest 
and the sniallost living organisin.s belong 
t'l the vegetable l;ingdom. The largest 
plants aiu the gig.antic sequoias of Cali- 
fornia, which reach nearly 400 feet in 
lieiidit and 30 feet, and sometimes much 
more, in circumference ; and the smallest 
plant forms are the bacteria, some of them 
less than ono tifty-tliousandtli of un i;icli 
ill diameter. Coiii|)ariiig these extremes 
of size, Prof. .1. 1. D. liiiiils, of Cumber- 
land University, linds that; they bear to 
each other about the same proportion as 
that of a football to the earth itself. Some 
of the trees, moreover, are more than 
.3000 years old, whilo tho duration of life 
of many bacteria is only an hour, tho tree 
having, tlierefore, lived on while 2(i mil- 
lions of genorationa of its invisible kin- 
dred have lived and died in the stream at 
its foot. "From tho bacterium to the 
sequoia, wluit a span !" 



A FuKxi.'H IjHmKmvK. — The plan of 
.J. J. Heilman, to bo tested on the State 
railways of France, gives promise of im- 
portant and instructive results. It seeks 
to combine the advantngca of electric and 
atoam motors for railway lines, while re- 
joctiiig tho most undesirable features of 
both, and offers a system that can bo 
adojitod anywhere without change of 
track or rolling stock. The electric cur- 
ront ia to drive tho wheels, but it is not 
to be cojivej'ed from at'itioiiary machines 
along the lino, but is to bo goiioratod on 
the train, tho locomotivo boing simply a 
traveling electric plant. A steam engine 
at tho rear of the locomotive is to work 
the generating dynamo, which will fur- 
nish current to a small motor placed on 
each axlo of tho locomotivo, and also, 
when it is desirable to extend the system 
further, to ii motor on each axlo of the 
cai.s. The absnrdily of oonvei'ting tho 
steam into uloctricity before using tho 
power ia declared to be apparent only. 
Tho double loss in thus using the energy 
of the fuel is more than offset by tl 



gives oxoct regulation of power, and an 
incroaso of speed to 50 to G2 miles an 
hour without change of road-bod. 

Ai'iiEi'HOiiiA. — Tho "jumping French- 
men" of Blaino have acquired a uniijue 
fame through their inability to refrain 
from carrying out any command suddenly 
given them. Another mental disorder 
giving grotesque ell'ects has been observed 
in a patient in a Lyons hospital. Tho 
victim in this case is in constant dread of 
boing touched. He moves away if anybody 
aiiproachea, witlidrawa hia hand if any- 
body attempts to take it, keeps turning 
his head nervously if any person ia be- 
hind hiin, and while in tho hospital jump- 
ed out of bed whonovor a phyaician came 
near to examine him. This singular con- 
dition, which has been named "aphepho- 
bia," seems to bo hereditary, as this 
man's brother and nephew are also af- 
fected. 

PuEirisTouic Amkuican Astuono.my. — 
The researches of Dr. Forstoraann prove 
that tho ancient Mayas of Yucatan reach- 
ed an astonishing accuracy in astronomic- 
al time-reckoning. They determined tho 
mean synodical revolution of Venus, of 
Mercury, and probably of Murs, to a very 
small fraction, but there is no evidence 
that they considered Jupiter or Saturn. 
They found the lunar month to be 29.52G 
days, which is only about five minutes 
too short. 

TiiK Smallk.st Wo.ma.n. — It is claimed 
that the moat diminutive human being of 
modern times is Princess Tojiazo, born at 
Buonos Ayres of French parents. Sho is 
now 16 years old, but weighs only 15 lbs., 
and her height is but 20 mches — an inch 
or two leas tlian that of Gon. Tom Thumb. 
Her wrist measures 2^ inches in circum- 
ference. Her father, strange to say, was 
a giant, and her mother a tall and robust 
woman. 

The watch is a piece of siicntilic ajjpar 
atus of marvelous perfection. In a recent 
address. Lord Kelvin stated that electri 
cians are supposed to possess instrnmonts 
of precision, yet they are thankful if their 
measurementa are accurate to one-tenth 
or one-twentieth per cont. But a com- 
mon cheap watch will keep time to a 
minute a week, which is a variation from 
true precision of only one-hundredth per 
cent. 

Micro-organisms are found by Mr. II. 
L. Russell t(j be invariably present in sea 
water, even at a great di.staiice from shore 
and to a depth of 3200 feet, though the 
numbora are not so great as in fresh 
water. The bacteria are more iiumeroua 
in tho alimo of the sea-bottom than in the 
water it.self, and the forms ao universally 
present seom to be (juito peculiar to the 
ivator and mud. 

The idea that nervous disorders of a 
hysterical kind have increased with civil- 
ization is denied by recent investigators, 
who find nowhoro elao such violent and 
epidemic nervous attjicks as are common 
among uncultivated peoplca. 

A portable electric light for use in night 
search for wounded soldiers is being tried 
in Berlin. A 50- candle-power lamp is 
operated by a storage battery weighing 
only 17A pounds. 

Tho now process of electro-silvoring, 
using a certain percentage of cadmium in 
tho solution, gives a more durable, less 
easily tarnished md cheaper coating than 
pure silver. 

NEW PANAMA LINE. 

Departure of the First Vessel of the Pacific 
Hail's Blval Line. 



Sak Fiuncisco, March 10. — Tho steamer 
St. Paul, the first vessel of the North 
Vmerican Navigation Co., sails for I'an 
aniu to-night or early in tho morn- 
ing, under command of Captain 
C. H. Anderson, formerly in command 
of the steamer Bertha, plying between 
hero and Alaskan ports. The names of some 
of the wealthiest merchants in the city ap- 
pear on the St. Paul's manifest as shippers, 
and all sorts of articles make up the genoral 
cargo. Among the articles of cargo 
were 1,633 barrels of wine, 00 barrels 
of brandy, 2,559 pounds of borax, 2,.'!2r> 
cases of dried fruits, pickles, vegetubles, 
etc., 2r>0 rolls of leather, butter and houao- 
hold goods, also S I packages of ailverwaro 
for Boston valued at f20,(JI)0. Tlie vessel 
was well loaded down with freight, carrying 
in all ovfir 1,.'!00 tons. Sho made no attempt 
to carry passengers, Init it ia expected, in 
the near future, that a good slice will be cut 
off tho Pacific Mail Company's pas- 
senger list. There was one passenger, 
however, for the St. Paul. This was 
Captain D. S. Austin, formerly in the 
employ of the I'acilic Mail Co. Ho was 
with tho latter for 25 years, but wa.s let 
out on account of tho accident which befell 
the Sun Juan when ho was in command. 
Before ho was assigned to tho Smi Juan In 
wna in churgo of tho CIranada. He was re 
licvod from that charge, and tho first trip 
tho vessel made under tho now captain was 
hor last. Sho was lost on tho Central Am 
ericun coast. Ho will be the new com 
pany's general agent at Panama.

Deland, Fla. , March 10. — Marion Clta' 
ton has made a confession to-day, in which 
ho tells what he claims is the story of the 
hitlierto myaterions murder, celebrated 
as tbe Paokwood oaae. Clinton im 
plicates 'William A. Macrea and i 
negro named Irving Jenkins. Tbe por 
sons mentioned are in jail, and to-day 
the grand jury of Volusia county returned 
indiotmente against them. The Packwood 
murder was committed at a desolate spot 
known as the Packwood Place, near Now 
Smyrna, on the Atlantic coast, two miles 
from this place, on December 18, 1891. Tho 
victims of the murder wore Mrs. Hatch, Miss 
Hruco and two cliildren. It was ono of tho 
moat cold-blooded, heinous crimes iu 
tho history of the state, and was 
shrouded in mystery, as the aHsasaiiis 
left no clue behind, and no motive was 
known or suspected. Clinton, im- 
pressed with tho belief that Jenkins or 
Macrea was going to turn State's evidence, 
decided to make a full confession. In sub- 
stance Clinton's confession is to tho cfToot 
that on tho night of tho murder ho, Macrea 
and tho negro Jenkins went to Packwood 
in a boat. Clinton says Jenkins and Macrea 
went across to tho houBO,a short distance 
from tho rivcr,and left liim on guard in tho 
boat ; that ho saw Jenkins break into tho 
housfl with a scantling and tho two entered. 
Soon afterwards two shots wore fired in 
rapid succession, and Jenkins and Macrae 
ran down to the boat and were pulled hur- 
riedly to Macrae's house ' by Clinton. The 
throe men will be tried in the circuit court 
to-morrow.

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 
Three Weeks on an Iceberg— Through the 

UlBt.

Tho noon ob.-iervation had ))laced us 80 
miles smith of Cape Farewell, and from 
tho crow's nest there were five large ice- 
bergs in sight. The wind had been dy- 
ing away for the last couple of hours, and 
at length as we rounded the west side of 
a great berg it fell a dead calm, and about 
tw(j miles away we beheld anotlior whaler. 
It was early spriri;^' at tho cajio, but a 
liner day in that latitude no sailor evi^r 
saw. The sun shone bright and warm, 
the .air was balmy, and except for tho ice- 
bergs there was no reminder of the sea- 
son and its dangers. 

Our bark was the.Tohn Stafford of New 
Bedford and tho other craft ])r<)ved to bo 
tho Mermaid of Liverjiool. Whon tho 
whaling shi]is can make it con- 
venient to do so, they always board each 
other and compare notes, exchange books 
and papers, and if one shi]> is lacking in 
medicines or supplies the other always 
sells her what is needed. It had been 
seven months .iiiico any of us had seen a 
strange faee, and all were liighly delight- 
ed at the idea of a "gam," or visit. No 
matter if oiilj' live or si.^ out of <jur crew 
of fifty could go, thoy would excliango 
our books and briug back all tho news. 
Ten minutes after we caught sight of the 
brig hor captain was on liis way to >f)ay 
our captain a call. Our chief officer, Mr. 
Davis, thus obtained permission to pull 
off to the stranger. Indeed, it was oti- 
(|Uotto that we should iiiako tho excliange. 
Whilo tho four of u.s who were to go with 
tlio mate wore cleaning up .and rigging 
out in our best he was getting tho boat 
ready. When we came on deck, wo found 
the men slyly poking fun at Old Careful, 
aa Mr. Davis had been nicknaniod. He 
had stocked tho boat as if intending to 
make a voj'age of a thousand miles. Ho 
had once Ijeen caat away and iiiidergoiio 
great aulfering, and after that ho would 
not even lower for a wlmlo withcmt hav- 
ing his boat proviaioiied. Whilo he was 
a splendid sailor and a fine ofiicer, and 
wliLle every one gave him credit for brav- 
ery, this notion of his was considered 
"womanish" and hold in contempt. 

Wo readied the iitranger after a pull of 
10 or 12 minutes over a sea almost as 
quiat as a millpond, and for two hours 



were royally entertained. We did not 
put ofl' until the captain's boat returned. 
He sent to Captain Chrk a jar of pickles, 
sis cans of preserved poaches, a pound of 
tobacco and a smoked ham. What_ arti- 
cles wore given him in exchange 1 did not 
loam, but it was a "dicker" between tho 
two captains. Whon we left the brig the 
sky was as clear and the sun as bright as 
you over saw them. We had not pulled 
half the distance whon a squall came down 
on us from the nortli with the speed of a 
bullet. There was not the slightest warn- 
ing of what was coming. In an instant 
the sky grew dark, and the squall struck, 
and before we had pulled three times our 
length it was snowing as no man ever saw 
tho ilakes come down except off Capo 
Morn. The squal! t.iught , both ships 
totally unprepared, and both 'sufTered 
considerable damage. 

It wasn't two minutes before the spray 
was flying over us, and to save the boat 
from foundering she had to be brought 
head to the north.' The fierce gusts seem- 
ed to dig great holes in the water, and wo 
dropped from one into another in a way 
to startle everybody. The bark was duo 
west of us and a mile aivay when the 
squall struck. Even if she could have 
hold her position wo could not have reach- 
oil her. Had the light craft been broughc 
broadside to the gusts she would have 
been upset in a trice. A sailor is always 
proud of his officers when they prove 
themselves sailorly men. I have always 
romemborod with pride how quickly Mr. 
Davis grasjictl tho situation. \Vo were 
pulling four oars. Under his order thoy 
were lashed together and flung overboard 
for a drag inside of two minutes. Almost 
any other mate would have mado a push 
for the bark, and thereby met with disas- 
ter. With her head to tho wind tlio boat 
rode like a duck, but while tho .'ioa wa.s 
struggling to got up it did seem as if she 
would bo knocked to pieces in tho tur- 
moil. If you were to bo seated in a box 
and drawn oyer the surface of a moun- 
tain, j'ou would find it a pretty fair com- 
parison. If you were standing on tiio 
walk and a man were cleaning a house 
roof of snow, you would got no more of it 
than fell ujion us. Wo had to throw the 
water out with the bailers and tho snow 
with out hands or find the boat sinking 
under uSi 

" It's not so bad as It looks," said Mr. 

Davis to us as the sea began to get up and 
tho boat rodo easier. "The chances aro 
that the squall won't last long, and we 
ahall lind the old barkie in sight whon tlio 
sun comes out again." 

Wo f.;'it that wo might almost count on 
that, and yet we were doomed to disap- 
pointment. There wasn't over an hour 
of daylight left us when tho squall came 
down, and when night fell tho gusts had 
settled down into a steady gale. Tho 
snowstorm passed away with the pull's 
and g'jsts, and then, of course, wo looked 
for the lights of the ships. No one was 
more than temporarily disappoitated that 
we could not make them out. Wo would 
drive much faster than the bark or brig if 
they lay to, and if thoy had to run before 
it they were miles ahead of us to tho 
south. At about (1 o'clock each man 
snugged down to make himself as com- 
fortable as possible, and it was an hour 
later when the roar of breakers came to 
our ears. Every one instantly divined 
that we were drifting down upon an ice- 
berg, and that wo wore also perfectly 
helpless in tlio matter. To have pulled 
in that drag would hiivo been fatal. Be- 
fore tho oara could have been detached 
and flung out the boat would have been 
in tho trough of the sea. Perhaps every 
man was praying to his God as tho roar- 
ing drew nearer and tho ghostly glare of 
tho berg came to us through tho darkness. 
Wo missed the northwest corner of the 
berg by not more than 20 feel, and the 
spray of a breaking wave half filled our 
craft. 

We drifted along in sight of the great 
island of ico for 10 minuter, l.^efore reaeliing 
its southern face, .and then a current drew 
na into the lee cf it, and we knew that 
we wore temjiorarily saved. Now we got 
in our drag and put out tho oars, and af- 
ter rowing to the east for about a mile we 
found an inlet or hay and ran in and 
made fast. This hay e.\tei.de(l back into 
tho berg a i|iiarter nf a mile .and was 
about lOU feet in widtli. It was like a 
river llowing down to the sea thri.iugh 
great cliffs. Wo wore perfectly sheltered 
here, and by the light of the boat's lan- 
tern we made a hearty meal off our pro- 
visions and then turned in for an all 
night's sleep. Tho weather had liecoiiio 
freezing cold, but all wore warmly clad, 
and we had tlie sail of the Ijoat to cover 
us in. We could lioar tlio wind howlio 
above us and feel the herg treinblo as tli 
great waves Ihing themselves against tho 
opjiosite face, but every man slept till 
daylight without a break. I have called 
the mass of ice an iceberg. Perhaps " ice 
island" would bo a better term for it, na 
when we came to inaiiect it by dayliglit 
wo found it to be over a mile long on each 
face, lb was as if two bergs had stood 
Still within a mile of each other until field 
ice had wedged between and frozen solid. 
Tho bergs wore two mountains, and tho 
field ico was the plain between, only the 
plain was great cakes of ice heaped up in 
tho grandest confusion. 

Tho gale was still piping away and a 
tremendous sea 'running when we awoko, 
and of coursa we had no thought of leav- 
ing tho shelter we had so luckily discover- 
ed. Tho first move after breakfast was 
to get to tho toj) of tho nearest mountain 
and liavo a look for tho ships. Mr. Davis 
took tliis task upon himself, but ho made 
no discovery to reward his ellorts. He, 
however, got a good idea of tho size and 
lay of our island and selected a place for 
landing. When he returned we left the 
bay and pulled along to tho oast and land 
ed upon a sort of shelf. Wo had tho nia^ 
torial at hand to build a hut, and before 
noon wo had an ico cabin big enough to 
comfortably hold tho five of ua and the 
stores from our bent. Whilo tho stores 
were being unloaded Mr. Davis and I 
made our way over tho hummocks to the 
north to a lieap of driftwood ho had 
caught siglit of wlioii on tho mountain.- 
W^e found three or four dwarf pines, a 
log, two planks from a ship's bottom, 
jiortioiis of a cook's galle}-, two wood bot- 
tomed ciiairs and a broken cabhi table. 
Those things told of a wreck, but we did 
not extend our search until three days 
later. Tho temperature began to fall, 
the wind to veer to tho northwest, and 
by tho time we had made two trips for 
fuel wo woro driven to tho hut for sliel- 
ter. We started a fire and blocked tlio 
entrance, but so intense was the cold 
when night came that not a man could 



have lived out doors for Eve minutes. 
Next day it grow somewhat warmer, but 
tho gale increased to a hurricane, and it 
was impossible to move out. On tho next 
the gale blew itself out, and wo had rain, 
which froze as it fell. When we finally 
got out to make a further search of tho 
island for wreckage, we solved tho fate of 
the ship Golden llorn of New London, 
which had been missing for fivo years and 
was thought to bo frozen up in tho polar 
sea. We found one of her staved boats, 
the mate's chost, her maintopmast, two 
cabin chairs, and, strangest of all finds, a 
mirror 3 feet long by 20 inches wide, 
which had hung in her cabin. The name 
of the ship was painted on tho frame of 
the mirror. How a tiling of that sort 
could have knocked about tho icefields 
without th6 glass being even cracked is a 
matter to excite wonder, but that same 
glass is hanging to-day in tho oflico of a 
fish warehouse in Eastport, Mo. 

When the weather finally cleared away, 
our chances of rescue by either one of tho 
ships had become almost hopeless, If not 
badly damaged themselves, thoy would 
certainly look for us, but v/o woro now so 
far south that the whole sea was covered 
with floating ico, and icebergs were to bo 
seen in every direction. It would be al- 
most suicidal to follow us into tho ice- 
fields, and Mr. Davis plainly told us that 
our fate lay in our own hands. What we 
could do to help ourselves, however, was 
tho question. To leave tho Lorg would 
bo to freeze to death in tho boat. To 
stick by it would be to drift with tho 
gales and soon consume our last morsel 
of food. Tho mate now mado an inven- 
tory of all our possessions, and it was fig- 
ured that the five of us could live for four 
weeks on what provisions we had. This 
would cut every man terribly abort, but 
would sustain life. If tho winds were 
not too furious, tho current sweeping 
down through Davis strait would carry us 
into the north Atlantic, and once down 
as far as the coast of Labrador we stood a 
good show of being rescued. 

The storm I have described proved to 
bo tho tail end of winter. On the sixth 
day the weather became so mild that the 
ice began to molt, and Mr. Davis told us 
that our island liad been caught in the 
current of tho strait and was drifting 
south at the rat© of two niilw an hour, 
"'o woro in peril now from tin? breaking 
up of tho mass. On that s.imo sixtii day 
it turned coinplotoly around, and a great 
rift appeared right through the center. 
We launched the boat and pulled to what 
1 called tho east mountain. This was 
blue-white ice from a glacier. In size at 
the base it would havo covered 20 acres 
of land, while its highest point froui tho 
water was fully 200 feet. When tho field 
ico connecting it with tho other bor|T 
should break up, this big lump would bo 
in nowise affected. By noon of the 
seventh day we had transferred ourselves 
to the berg and erected anotlier shelter, 
and wo were not an hour too soon. Tho 
rift through the center continued to widen 
and deepen, and by and by there was a 
great cr.ish, and tlie two bergs were sep- 
arated. The waves then mado short work 
of tho fringe hanging to thoir bases. Be- 
fore sundown our majestic berg had no 
encumbrance and was drifting along so 
steadUy that it was hard to boliovo it was 
afloat. For three days and nights noth- 
ing happened worth relating, except that 
wo hari)c)oiied and secured two seals as 
thoy crawled upon a ledgo ou the sunny 
side of the berg. As the winds were 
light our craft had no motion except with 
the current. On the morning of tho 
fourth day, before daylight had yet come, 
our craft crashed into a berg which had 
probably grounded, and our escape from 
instant destruction was miraculous. Tho 
south side, or a largo portion of it was 
split off, leaving our hut stjinding on the 
very edge of a clifi' 00 feet high. Wo had 
to out our way through tho back wall to 
escape. Our boat went with the ice, and 
within two hours the berg heeled over on 
its side. This nioveinent took place very 
•slowly and brought us <jii the crest of the 
lumj), instead of being on a shelf near 
the water. Wo soon had another hut up 
and our goods inside of it, and next day 
we made another strange find. 

Inclosed in that portion of the berg 
which must have been 40 feet under 
water before tho collision was a native 
(ireenlaiider in full dre.s.s, with a sealing 
spear in his hand. Instead uf being on 
his feet his position was reversed. We 
figured that in crossing some glacier he 
had pitched forward into a rift, though 
when we chopped him out we could not 
find that he had been injured by the fall. 
His eye.s were open, hia lips slightly part- 
ed, and but for his atifl'iiess one would 
have been inclined to speak to him. Wo 
could not get tlio spear without knocking 
off iiis liaiid, and so wo did not take it. 
We got bis knife and a sort ef gaiuebag, 
however, and also some handmade horn 
buttons from his clothing. He might 
have boon dead one year or 100 years for 
all we could tell, as the ico would havo 
preserved tlio body iiideliiiitely. W'e 
heiived it into the .sea after luvhile, and it 
disapjioared from sight like a stone. For 
tho ne.xt eight diiys we moved steadily 
southward with tho current, and the 
weather continued to grow milder. At 
!) o'clock on tiio morning of tho ninth day 
wo sighted a sail, made a aiiioko aa a aig- 
nal and at noon wore taken off safe and 
sound by tho brig Frost King, bound 
from St. .John's, N. F. , t(j tho Shetland 
islands. It was a year before wo heard 
fr(Mii the two whaling ships. Both were 
sadly knocked about in tho furious gale, 
but both weathered it, and so it canio 
about that tho loss of the yawl was tiie 
only one sustained throughout the whole 
adventure.

Wo could see Jiidiau scouts to the num- 
ber of a dozen when wo went into camj) 
for the night on tho banks of tho Rio 
I'ecoa, and no ono doubled that a body 
of at least 200 warriors was within strik- 
ing distance. If thoy attacked us, wo 
would beat them off. If they failed to 
attack us, wo should get :> full night's 
rest. That was about tlui wiiy wo reason- 
ed, and no one was inclined to borrow 
trinible. 

'J'woiity guards woro drawn for tho 
campfire on a side. Those on tho bank 
of the river had tho shelter uf trues, but 
all ethers stood out in tho open. It was 
a starlight, chilly night, with a mist rising 
from tho earth. Sometiinos, from my 
position on t^ie east side of camp from 10 
o'clock to midnight, I could catch glimpses 
of the horses on tho line, whilo again 1 
could not havo seen a man 10 feet away. 
Half an hour after 10 o'clock tho camp 



was as quiet as a graveyard. The fires 
had burned down, the men had rolled 
themselves up in their blankets until only 
their faced showed, and when one of the 
tired horses sighed out now and^then the 
Bound p^yo ■.OTery;Bpntiiie^^ t 
soiisation. You stared into tho niist till 
your oyos ached, but , you saw nothing 
but mist. You listened ho intently that 
you found youraolf standing on your toes, 
but you heard only tho monotonous chirp 
of the crickets and tho faraway howl of 
coyotes. All of a sudden', as a clock 
might cease ticking, everyxricket stopped 
his song, and then the silence made your 
flesh creep. They stopped as if by sig- 
nal, and you couldn't help your heart 
jumping whilo the insects waited for the 
signal to begin again. Sometimes a coy- 
ote would sing out not more than 50 feet 
away, and you could hear him sniff aa he 
smeiled the smoke or , the : remnants of 
supper. His outcry would almost lift you 
off your feet, and before j'ou knew it your 
gun would bo at your face. The more 
distant howls had a terribly lonesonio 
sound, and yet, knowing how closely tho 
redskins imitate them, you wondered if 
they were nut signals and what each howl 
signified. 

The relief guard stationed new men at 
midnight, while tho old ones dropped 
down around the guard tent to catch 
what sleep they could. At 2 o'clock wo 
aro aroused, and tho half awake men 
yawn and stretch and follow the corporal 
into tho misty darkness. Tho man on 
post No. 1 challenges and is relieved. So 
with Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 5. That accounts 
for tho north side of tho camp. No. G is 
the first man on tho east side. Thcro is 
no challenge. Wo advance to find him 
lying at full length on tho ground. 
" Sound aaleep !" muttor half a dozen 
men, but it is not so. Ho has boon shot 
through tho body with an arrow and is 
stone dead. Wo feel our way through 
tho darkness to post No. 7. No chal- 
lenge 1 Tho sentinel is dead with an ar- 
row in hifl throat. So at Kos. 8, 9 and 10 
—every man down, every man a corpse 
— each ono falling and dying without a 
cry. 

The camp is alarmed, and every man 
turned out for the expected attack. It 
does not come. The sentinels aro doubled, 
^nd tho hours wear away till daylight 
comes. There is no one m sight. Men 
C'mld say it was all a dream but for tho 
fivo corpses .''"ing in a row and covered 
with blankets. Oui' scouts niovo to the 
east to investigate, i'lfieon ri)ds lujond 
tho sentinel line ia a ridge rising frcjin the 
level ground like a breasLwork and ex- 
tending for half a mile either way. Be- 
hind thiit ridge more than 300 Tll'.lian 
Wrtfriora had giitliered for an attack Not 
the twang of a bow string had been heard 
— not a groan or a fall. Tho whole force 
would have crept softly down over the 
dead bodies of tho sentinels and found 
every soul in camp asleep and helpless. 
.\ j'cU, a rush, and our expedition would 
have been recorded as wiped off the face 
of the earth.

No 
express authority to the conductor to act us 
ho did, was proved, Mr. Holmckcn, lor 
phiintilF, argued that tho conductor wna 
about hia muster's Iniainess, and if ho made 
a mistake and In jured plaintiDT thereby, the 
maaterwas liable.

Mr. A, E. McPhillips appeared ia sup- 
port of the applicatioDof Hon. J. Q. Yernon 
for a hotel license for tho Turner. 

Aid. Belyea took exception to tlie notice 
of application, ooutending that there was 
nothing to show that tho license sought 
was not an ordinary saloon license. 

Mr. McPhillips argued that it was quite 
clear that it was to be a hotel license. 

Aid. Belyea— There is a petition against 
it, which contemplates that It ia to be u 
saloon license. 

Magistrate Macrae— I would take this as 
an applicatiou for a hotel lioense, aa tho 
identical words used in thes^tion are those 
deacrijiMve of a hotel — wines, spirits, etc, 

.Mr. Mcl'hillipa— We have left the word 
hotel out in our notice, but tho atatute says 
" any hotel or building intended to ha used 
as a liotel." Wo will prove that it is to bo 
run aa a hotel, and that it in every other 
way complies with the act. Willi all duo 
delerencn to Mr. l!jlyea,I nay hia is a techni- 
cal objection. 

The Mayor — What is in tho notice to 
show that the application is for a hotel 
lioeiiaeV What ia there to prevent, you 
from using it aa a aaloon, und claiming that 
tho license was issued for a aalooa ? What 
would there be on the record to show which 
license was granted '; 

Mr. Mel'hillips — It would be shown on 
the face of tlie license. 

Aid. I'elyea pointed out that it was tho 
notice which went to tho public that should 
ho Bpecitic. 

Mr. Mcl'hillips — Yes, but the npplica- 
tion, uniltr section '229, is an application to 
sell li(|Uor, and that is what we apply for. 

Magistrate Macrao — I should certainly 
look Ujion this aa an application for a hotel 
license, the exact words of tho section be- 
ing used : " to sell wines, ^pirit9, beer or 
other intoxicating lif|uors." These words 
are not Used in the aectioq referring to 
reataarant, bottling or other liceneea, 

Aid. Belyea — But what is to prevent o 
person applying for a saloon license, and 
finding that there is a petition against it, 
coming here and saying : " I afh-not apply 
ing for a saloon license, but for a hotel 
license," 

After somo consultation it was decided to 

reu-jive the application, 

Tho posting of the notices waa then .duly 
proven. 

Mr. Holland, agent for the property, was 
put in the box, and slated that tho store at 
tho corner (if tho Turner block und upper 
fl.ita had been vncant for the past seven 
months. Tho premiacs were auitablo 
hotel business. 

In reply to Aid. Belyea, the witncsa 
stated that tho owner of the property, Mr. 
^'ernon, would not run the hotel himself, 
luit v.ould employ some person to manage it 
for liiiii. 

Mr. Hall, on behalf of the city temper 
anco organizatioiia, opposed thu iasuancu of 
tho license. The applicant waa not to run 
tho place himself, hut to lease it to some 
one else. This application had already been 
twice beforo tho Board, and on each occasion 
had been refused. As tar aa tho public was 
concerned there waa no neccsaity for a saloon 
or hotel in tho district, there being plenty 
already there. Besides all this, there was 
a petition from the residents of the locality 
against the license. 

The Board reset ved their decision. 

Mr, John Turner applied for a hotel 
licenso for the Janion hotel. Store street, 

Mr. Yates appeared for the applicant, 
and explained that a license had existed in 
respect of this building, but had died out. 
There was no petition against this license, 

Mr, Hall opposed the granting of tho 
license. Ho contended that it waa not in 
tho power of the Board to grant it, aa Mr. 
Turner did not intend to conduct tho buai- 
nes3 himpfilf but to rent it. According to 
section '2US of tho rjiceniir;g Act " iSo per- 
son shall sell spirituous or [crmuated licjuors 
by wholesale or retail , . . without 
having taken out and had granted to him a 
license in that behalf.'' 

Tliia being tho last application the Board 
adjourned until Saturday next, when decis- 
ions will bo given, 

HEARD IN THE HOTELS. 

" Smallpox is a queer disease," said Mr. 
Geo, B, Martin, M,P,P., the other day in 

course of a discussion ho waa having with a 
couple of friends on the Public Health Aot, 
and, as a matter of principle, the Pablio 
Health Act cannot be very well disonssed 
without smallpox or cholera being heard of. 

" In tho early days," tho mcmberfor Yale 
continued, "a great many Indians had tho 
disease, and hundreds died of it, Tho 
strango part of it was that, notwithstanding 
tho prevalence of the iuteetion aniongat the 
natives and the large number of deutha 
daily occurring, only one wiiito man took 
smallpox. He died. After it waa all over 
wo used to very frdiuently wonder how it 
was that we all escapeil. I gucsa it waa on 
the principle that good while men, like we 
were, eoiild not bo found evi^ry wli-^ro or in 
large nuiubera, ao wo wero allowed to live." 



Talking yesterday about the discovery 
made a week ago of the original docunionta 
in connection with the eatabliahmcnt of the 
Victoria Femalo infirmary on Pandora 
street in 18G1, Hon. 1). W. Higgina said : 

" I renieinber well tho laying of tho cr r- 
ner atone of the institution, und I think I 
wrote the report which appeared in my 
paper, tho Chronicle, Tho infirmary waa 
afterwards changed into what was known 
aa tho Royal hospital, and it in turn was 
merged into the Provincial Royal Jubilee 
hospital. Two or three years ago, I think 
it was, the old infirmary or Boyal hospital 
building was sold to Mr. Wm, Wilson and 
was moved further up the street and rebuilt 
into residences. That is probably how it 
happened that the corner stone wua cxpoacd 
and that the intoreating document wua again 
brought to light." 

Government Agent M. Lumby is down 
from Vernon and reporla everyttiing aa 
very jiromising in his fertile district. Ver- 
non has become incorporated of late and tho 
now Major, Aldermiui and Couiicillov.s are 
struggling suo.eahfully with tho dillicalties 
of I he now acfpiisition. A new oourthouso 
and Government ollico comljined iiaa been 
erected and will bo ready for occupation 
within a month or so. An KpLacopaliaa 



and a Mothodiat church havo also been 
raised and many atorca and residences 
are receiving their final touches, 
prior to tho presentation cf thu eontractora 
Lilla. A good many largo tracts of land in 
tho valley aro being split up into homo 
steads, and tho Aberdeen fruit canning 
factory has given a great impetus to the 
raising of fruit, many thousand choico 
samples of which have been planted. Crops 
for tho past year havo been abundant, and 
a aamplo of barley grown in the district, 
giving 57 Iba to tho ha^hel, aent on to San 
Francisco by Mr, Luinby, has been pro- 
nounced the best over handled. Hop grow- 
ing is becoming a great industry, aa the 
local brewery buys up all that can ba 
grown iu the neighborhood. Some choico 
hop plunta have been imported from tho old 
country, and the experiment of raising them 
iu tho Okanagau haa proved eminently auc- 
oossful, A syndicate haa been formed to 
work the Boundary Creek mines on tho 
Kettle river, the product of which aasays 
veryihigb, and it ia on the tapis to erect a 
smelter. Another flour mill is also epokcn 
of to handle tho grain of the Okanagan, 
which, during the coming season, will bo 
more plentiful than ever. Tho winter has 
been Bovero, hut not many cattle have boon 
lost. A great nu.uy visitors aro expected in 
the district during the smiimer months. 

Ilnciiiiili>y<'<l Morknicii, 

It ia expected that tho meeting of unem- 
ployed workmen, called for Monday night, 
will be a big affair. Tho ineu intend to aak 
the city to open up some work for them, hut 
the aldermen, aa far aa can ho learned, do 
not feel disposed to incut any conaiderahlo 
outlay, having already spent this year (up 
to the lat of March) $16,000 on" Streets, 
bridges and sidewalks.

JohnBrort'n waa lodged in tho look-up 
last night on a charge of aaaaultiiig Ofticer 
("Jamerou in tho discliarge of his duties. A 
report reached tho ofiicer that a half 
drunken fellow had stolen a number of 
cigars from the Hay View aaleon, and 
Cameron was not long about spotting hia 
man and putting on the bandculTd, While 
he was so engaged, however. Brown put in 
an appearance and endeavored to rescue the 
prisoner. In so doing ha assaulted tho ofii- 
cer and was himself taken in custody, and 
with his pal lodged in the look-up, Cam- 
eron is to be complimented on the coolness 
with which be handled both his men under 
very trying oironmstancies, - They resisted 
for all they were worth, but found iu the 
plucky Colin a man able to deal with them 
single handed, and without tho assistance of 
his club.

As littlo ones sometimes do loso tliciv 
parents, let us soo what mourning tlicy 
should wour. Small cbildron aro not 
naually put in mourning for any one ex- 
cept father or mother, though when the 
funeral is hold in churcli they .should 
wear bhick. This should bo china silk 
or i)on,L;ee or ca.slunero without crape. 

Little girls tv.n wear plaid in black 
gray and white, and liavo gowns madi 
liko that iu tho illustration, with the 
yoke, upper sleeve and sash of lustorlcss 
silk. For out of doors a poke honnot of 
black felt, triiiinied simidy .with bhic'; 
ribbon, inid a coat of black c;iuier.'i hair, 
with a white angora band, aro quite som- 
ber enough for a littlo one who lias lost 
her father or mother. Boys can wear a 
black' tie and black gloves for church or 
visiting. i 

But if childn.'n do not ii.sually wear 
muurning the mothers do, and thoro has 
never been a timo when more crapo was 
worn. Formerly thero were bands of 
crapo or panels, bnt now a first mourn- 
ing gown has more crape than henrictta 
Many of them liavo tho dress covered 
completely by crapo. or with very litth 
of the lieuriettii showing. liko ibo gown 
iu the illustration. 

This h.ts an underdress of henrietta 
covered witii crapo, e.'scopt lor tho yoke 
and forearm.s and belt, wliicli aro of the 
henrietta. Tlioro is a band of dull jet 
jjassomenterio triumjintj on the waist 
Tho back is walteaii style. This dress 
is intended for the tiouso. Those for the 
street have quite as much crape, bnt are 
mado walking lengtii. '±iic wrap is aloo 
half coveroil wiLa cr.inouna jS usually 
of alys uloth or anniiroor u'mrritt, cloth. 
Silk wrap iicrubUa. wuicn 1j liio only 
suitable good:) lut first 'nourninc: gowns, 
is not quite heavy cnougli lor ino wrap. 




MOURNING FOR MOTHKR AND CmiJJRKN. 

Tho crape bonnet of this season re- 
sembles a shell iu shape aud fits close to 
the head. Tho veil is fastened to tlio 
back of this with plaits laid very closely 
aud held by a dull jet bucklo pin. It 
falls .straight to tho feet in tho back-. A 
small veil can bo worn over tho laco, if 
desired, of brussela net, bound with an 
inch wide band of crape. Tho Mario 
Stuart point and edge of largo dull oeads 
suit some faces better than the close shell 
Eluii;e, and a.s tho rigid and trying ont- 
liues of a mourning bonnet aro so fatal 
to 601110 jiorsons the softer effect of the 
bent sliapi! should be chosen. 

The wearing of the widow's cap is not 
obligatory, and many ladies dislike to 
we:ir it as showing tho exact uatiiro of 
tl'.eir bereavemeui';. 

For half mourning plaids, ombre stuffs 
and brocaded wools can be worn, and 
lusterloss silks, such as pongee, surah, 
armuio and figtired black and white iu- 
(lia silks, aro all suitable. After tho 
heavy wool jyid crapes, tho light silks 
aro a great relief. Thero are several nov- 
elties also in cotton and wool that are 
appropriate. 

I notice among tho cottons some lovely 
now efl'ccts in shaded stripes, gray and 
white and gray and black, which can bo 
used for second mourning for home. 
These aro mostly zephyrs and sateens. 
Thero aro a few organdies also that are 
Iiroper for mourning. 

Tlio proper wrap for full mourning 
for widows or mothers is tho double 
shawl, though the dolman, with tapo 
fringe and crape bands, will always bo 
worn, with some modifications. Box 
coata and those with watteau plaits aro 
worn somewhat by young women, and 
some wear walking jackets mado accord- 
ing to the prevailing shape, trimmed 
with crape, often with crape sleeves. 

Some few ladies wear their mourning 
day and night aud have black ribbons 
on their nightrobcs, but the majority, 
who probably feel quite as deeply, do 
not go quite so far. 

Speaking of nightrobes remmds mo of 
some that were displayed in ono of tho 
most fashionable up town stores. Thoy 
were made of the softest, finest florcn- 
tino silk in tho beautiful lints of the sea.- 
sou, of which eucalyptus green is cer- 
tainly tho prettiest. It is a sort of blue 
green, with a white frost all over it. 
When this is made up into a long, looso 
gown siiiotiiered in delicate laco and tied 
with ribbons, it really scoiiis a pity to 
crush it by Bleeping in it, and my private 
opinion is thatthey are kept to show and 
not to wear. Borne off them are pale shell 
pink and some that o xquiait e babyb ^ue 



tip6n these lines. She becomes another 
attentive, submissive, furtive wife like 
her mother, tho charming English wife 
of an Englishman. 

But make tho marriage international, 
and tho domestic machine declines to 
run ill any Bucli tiuio honored ruts. A 
broad gant;o oiigino will not, cuitnol, 
adapt itself to a narrow gauge road, aud 
some fearful jolting, with very likely a 
catastrophe at tho end, will bo tho result 
of trying to make it. 

Tlie Englishman's estimate of women, 
her rightev her- privileges,; her duties, is 
altogether different from ' that of nn 
American. Whatever his outward de- 
meanor iu his own or other countries, 
his underlying conviction is that — 

Woman la tJie lesser man; 

All tliy passions nmteheil wllh mine 

Are US moonlight unto suiiliL;Ht, 

Aro 113 water nuUchod willi wine. 

Natiuo ni.ailo them blinder movements, 

13uMude<l in a .shallower brain. 

If tho woman is bright, keen and well 
educated, ho loolcs tipon her .as a phe- 
nomenon aud rather undesirable as a 
wife. His highest praise of hor achieve- 
ments is that they aro "almost worthy of 
a man." 

Perhaps — for of course neither all Eng- 
lishiuen nor all Americans f.^llow one 
niidcviatiug rule— perhaps he does hon- 
estly adiniro and appreciate this intellec- 
tiial phenomenon and wi.slies to marry 
her — that is, if sho lias money— for not 
even iu tho sublime iiorto is marriage 
more of a commercial transaction than 
in England. Walpole's famous titter- 
aiico that "evci'y man has his price" is 
uiost appli('iil)lo to tho iiiutrimoni.al mar- 
ket, lias th(> American bride of an Eng. 
lislimau a fori line (and kIio is not likely, 
to Ijocomo his brido if she has none), she- 
is exiieoted to relinquish it into his hands 
either entirely or with tho reseiTo of a 
certain amount settled upon herself and 
her chiMven. If the properly is luit of a 
nut nr.- to be definitely settled, she liiiids 
herself to uiako over a stated portion of 
her income for his sole use, and X)erhapa 
in addition she pays all tho expenses of 
the nieuago — in fact, nn Eiiglislnnau is 
not ashamed to allow bis wife to pay for 
his bread and butter and in addition to 
giv(! him th(' money to buy his cigars. 

But women — that is to .'^ay, American 
women — do not generally care much 
about money and aro very willing to 
give it to tlio man who professes to love 
them and whom they intend to lovo for 
life, honor so far as ho is worthy of 
honor, aud obey in love's sweet humility 
so long as obedience is the reasonable 
and voluntary ex])rossion of love. 

But long before tho lioiieymoon is 
over tho young wife discovers her mis- 
take. Th'o loverlike attitude of the Eng- 
li.sliman drops away liko the petals of an 
overblown rose and leaves nothing bnt 
sturdy wooil and pitiless thorns. The 
irksome deference ho has, through the 
Boasou of courtship, felt obliged to pay 
to tho delicacy or tho iirejudices of Ids 
fianceo is thrown aside with tho wed- 
ding coat, and tho most negligee of 
smoking jackets and slippers are fig- 
uratively assumed. Ho tells his wife 
stories that would startle a inessrooin 
or a. club parlor. Ho flatly contra- 
dicts her; ho leaves her to get around 
by herself or to bo escorted by any 
ono who vrili take pity on her; ho 
grufdy demands why this or that mat- 
ter has not been attended to; ho leaves 
her at homo while he enjoys bini'-'elf 
abroad; he allows her, if sho will do it, 
to wait upon hiin liko a servant while 
ho lounges ujion a sofa; ho lets her car- 
ry her own wrajis and escort herself to 
her carriage. In fact, he utterly fails iu 
that tender dofereiico and ever ])resent 
care, that prevoviinco whieli is scj nat- 
ural to tho American gentleman, tho 
American husband in every class, that 
American women often fail to appre- 
ciate it unless through observing or ex- 
periencing au international marriage 
they discover how precious a birthright 
they have sohl for a mess of jiottjigc and 
go mourning .all their lives.

For Soiled I.lnen. 

A li;ig for soiled linen that is quite or 
namentp.l as wdl as practical is mado 
of light colored sateen. The corners are 
cut off at the bottom, and the top is left 
square. The two sections of tho bag are 
"T-,-.- joined along tho 

lower aud sido 
edges. At tho top, 
a few inches be- 
low tho edge, a 
casing is formed 
for tho insertion 
of a slif)r(, rod, 
tho fullness .above 
the rod forming 
frills. A sla.sli is 
cut at the center 
of tho front and 
tho edges of tho 
slash, and tho remaining edges of tho 
bag aro bound with ribbon a shade dark- 
er than the material in the bag. Across 
the bag below the slash an embroidered 
design is done in outline stitch. This 
bag may bo mado of linen, cretonne or 
canvas aud may be decorated in a vari- 
ety of ways. 

Another dainty bag, intended moco 
especially for soiled collars aud cufl's, is 
made of white 
canvas. Tho low- 
er edge of tho 
bag is cut square. 
Near tho top a 
casing is formed 
both back and Wnj 
front, and draw- wM 
ing ribbons !iro 
insert o d. The 
edges above tho 
casing give a 
frilled effect 
when tho bag is 
closed. A coll.ar and cuffs aro oulliiied 
on tho upper side of tho bag at tho cen- 
ter with colored cmbroideiy silk. If 
ono wishes, small tassels may bo mado 
of the silk and sewn along the lower 
edge of the bag.

0^^3 is a good thing. 
This axiom is poi-haps 
^ the most widely accepted 
of all the trnisms by whicli -we live, Tho 
Biblo statns it, not oiico, hut many 
times, and Bi1)lo narrative sots forth ii 
great many pretty lovo stories, beginning 
■with that of Adam, -wlio preferred ex- 
communication with Evo to full para- 
disical privileges without bor. Jacob 
jOOtirted Bacbel for 14 years, and they 
seemed but a few days "for tho love he 
bad nnto lior." All history indeed, both 
profane and sacred, abounds in stories 
of love — ita might, its endurance, its ef- 
fect Upon the world and upon each per- 
son in it. 

I But, after all, is it not rather remark- 
able that tho eonserisns of tho worhl's 
opinion is that lovo is good? Should wo 
not rather say that love is tlie enemy of 
man and the favorite deputy of the arch 
enemy? 

! Adam loved Eve and lost paradise; 
Paris loved Helen, and tlioiisands of lives 
woro olfcred as a hecatomb to lier 
charms; Cleopatra loved Antony and 
lost both Egypt and her own life; Henry 
iVm loved a good many wives and cut 
off their heads so that ho might lovo yet 
another one better, and so on. 
I "Uherehez la femuie," commanded the 
subtle diplomat when a puzzling crime 
or complicated mystery wa,s brought be- 
fore him. And he was wise, but in rath- 
er a onesided fashion, for if women have 
often incited men to criiiio or conspiracy 
they liavo also very often committed 
crimes themselves for tho sake of some 
man, and have also allowed themselves 
to be used as tools that the man they 
loved nsight attain the success of a crime 
in which they did not sjnnpathize. lu 
fact, I do not know wliether the disas- 
trous elTects of love have fallen most 
heavily upon the masculine or tho femi- 
nine majority of manldnd, but it is safe 
to say that 90 per cent of the results of 
lovo have been disastrous to tho race. 

And yet. and yet! Do we wisli to do 
away with loveV Had wo the remodel- 
ing of a world, of which wo ho loudly 
complain at times, should we modify 
existing conditions very essentially? I 
fancy not, especially in this matter of 
lovo with its disastrous results. It is, in 
fact, onr "dearest foe," and surely good 
Christi.-'.ns art.' bound to love their ene- 
mies and cherish those who despitefnlly 
use them. 

' Cupid is not a benevolent deity; quite 
tho reverse. In fact, ho far more nearly 
resemldes Puck and Ariel, those "tricksy 
sprites" whoso chief delight seems to bo 
in tormenting and teasing the very mor- 
tals they prefer to serve. But yet, and 
yet! We cannot do without Cupid. "Wo 
could far "better spare a better man," 
and those v/huni he kindly refrains from 
tonuentin.ij; are iilwaya vainly coa.xing 
him to visit them. 

I Let us say, then, that love, like fire and 
water and ate, is a good servant, but a 
bad master. But here again our own 
words mock as, for aro wo not always 
declaring that love is lord of all, and, if 
60, how dare wo speak of him as a bad 
master? 

I We can in a measure conti-ol conflagsa- 

tions and Hoods and avoid cj'clones, 
while adapting lire and wiiter and air to 
our own uses, but who lias gotontajjat- 
ent for a lovo escape, or a love embank- 
ment, or a beneficent love trade wind, or 
a safety latili'ide for hivers? 

So love is inevKable, love is dangerous; 
lovo is essential to hajiphiess, love is dan- 
gerous to peace; lovo is a bad niastca-, 
love is lord of all; lovo slnnild be kept in 
subjection, love lauglis at locksmiths; 
love, in a word, is a necessary evil, a 
most beloved torment, an idol at whose 
feet wo throw ourselves even while 
knowing that under those feet yawns tho 
gulf of despair. 

Love is with US and has come to stay- 
came to stay, in fact, before we were bom, 
beforo tho worlds were made, for love 
is tho origin of all things and tho end 
to which ail things are tending. Know- 
ing all this, it certainly is the part of 
disca-etiou to try to defend ourselves as 
well as we can from tlio tyrannous ox- 
actions of this servant, wlio is lord of 
all, and, even v.diih^ eageii}' welcoming 
him to onr liearts and beseeching him to 
make therein his home, to set up such 
defenses and provide ourselves with such 
retreats and hiding nooks that we may 
at least save a remnant of our souls to 
call our own. 

First of all, I would say to women- 
having their happiness more at heart in 
,this matter than that of men — don't love 
too muchl ' 
I Most women feel, if they don't exactly 
say, that they can't lovo too nmch; they 
encourage themselves to fancy that their 
whole lives, their happiness here and 
■hereiifter, their every chance of even 
moderate content, is bound up in the love 
of tho moment. 

I Believe me, my friend, this is a groat 
mistake. In fact, it is a series of mis- 
takes, for you of course beg'in by assur- 
ing juursolf and tho object of your de- 
|Votion that,you are loving him with the 
ione lovo of jovx life. All that has gone 
[before htt a*|t ^ a folly— all that corne a 



after will — But no, there is nothing to 
come after; this love, this lovo of loves, 
is to cudui'o for life and beyond death. 
Acting upon tliis theory, tho patient (for 
trulj- ''Sovo IS a short madness") feels 
that she ciinnot love too much or too 
loudly, and rather jiata herself upon tho 
back that she is able to do tho thing so 
thoroughly. 

Now, the first part of this compound 
mistake is in thinking of your present 
low affair as immortal. Lovo is im- 
mortal, I grant you, but tho lovo of a-ny 
one mortal for another i)oor mortal is 
naturally as mortal as they aro; more so, 
for any mortal of average longevity out- 
lives quite a number of so called immor- 
tal passions. Love in itself is certainly 
immortal, and the human hfeart forever 
longs to bo filled with the divine ichor 
of its presence; but this very desire is 
deceitful, and the heart is constantly 
crying out: "I have it! Behold the jiearl 
of gi-eat price!" when it only possesses a 
Koman pearl of very insignificant price. 
The lover is always an idealist, esi)e- 
cially the feminine lover, and adores not 
tho actual objec;t of her ail'ection, but 
wliat she fancies him to be. 

Then comes the day when tho Roman 
pearl cracks or tarnishes or is weighed 
in the balance and found wantmg, and 
tho ideal is destroyed and the idealist 
heartbroken — for tho time being! 

But if lovo laughs at locksnnths fate 
laughs at lovers and Iniows very well 
that the broken heart will heal, some- 
times without even a scar, and be all 
ready pretty soon for another attempt to 
tit tho inipossildo ideal head upon too 
narrow ov too crooked human slumlders. 

A great mistake is to consider love as 
a concret(! condition; it is abstract. W(! 
lovo because love is immortal and wo aro 
made with as much necessity of loving 
as wo have of breathing. Both aro laws 
of onr being and must be fulfilled. But 
we do not say, "1 will breathe this par- 
ticular region of air and never any 
other," for, however agreeable or however 
precious this especial air may be, wo 
know very well that if fato removes us 
from it wo shall find all around the 
globe air as well fitted to sustain life, 
and that, moreover, v/i^ shall go on 
breathing, be the air mun; or less con- 
genial, simply because it is our nature to 
breathe. 

Now, jjrobably this sounds very cold 
blooded and very cipnniionplace. esjn!- 
cially to persons just now salislicd that 
they have found the one great good and 
unchangeable gift of this life and an- 
other; l)ut, however chilling to senti- 
ment, it is the truth. ;ind, after all, the 
coldest and hardest truth is better than 
tho rosiest dolu.sion, for tho one mellows 
with age and the other simply decays 
and becomes repulsive. Love in the ab- 
stract is immortal; love in tho concrete 
is very transitory, and when, as in a I'v.w 
cases, tho semblance of love endun s 
through life, it is bei'ause it has changed 
from love to friendship, which is in good 
earnest an eternal tie between two souls. 

Two dear, deluded, blind lovers mar- 
ry, each .supposing ho or she has found 
the ideal being of an exalted fancy. The 
love and the delusion last for a certain 
time and then vanish as gi'adually and 
imperceptibly as ether out of an imper- 
fectly stoppered bottle; but if, during 
this process of disillusionment, tho open- 
ing eyes of man and woman discover in 
tlio soul laid open to their inspection 
those congenial and adnnrable qualities 
— that counterpart of itself which tho 
soul at once accepts as a friend — then 
these two gradually exchange the folly 
of 1()V(! fur the reality of friendship. 

The tv>-o become tenderly attached to 
each other in a ]ierfectly rational and 
tangible fashion. They are good com- 
rades, sympathetic confidents, stanch and 
faithful allies. Very likely they still 
fancy themselves in love, but they are 
not a bit in love. They are far better off 
than lovers; they aro devoted and true 
friends. 

Now, then, having traveled round the 
circle, we come back to our first consid- 
eration, and that is tlio great mistake of 
loving too much, or rather of loving too 
much at once. 

A few days ago I saw some verses in 
one of tho newspapers, by whom or what 
about I have forgotten, but the refrain 
of each was — 

Even this will puss away! 
and the next morning I awoke finding 
those words upon m}' lips and their bit- 
tersweet flavor upon mj- tongue. "Even 
this nWU ])ass j'.way"' is the label that 
Destiny, with her inscrutable smile and 
pitying ej-es, indelibly writes across every 
treasure sho vouchsafes to us, and love 
is of these the greatest. So, whilo he is 
ours; whilo tho shining wings are folded 
so clciso that they disappear; while he, 
with adoring eyes and caressing lips, 
swears that his stay shall bo eternal, let 
us not forget to whisper to ourselves (but 
by no means to him), "Even this will 
pass away." 

Of course I Iniow that nobody will 
heed my advice or turn aside in tlio 
smallest flegreo for my warning. From 
the time (.if Cassandra down the people 
who raise their voices in the attempt to 
warn their fellow mortals of the danger 
of their course receive either indifference 
or ridicule as their meed, and if they 
IMjrsist too vehemently are set down as 
mad and in these days carried to Bloom- 
ingdalo. Nevertheh.'ss I run the risk 
and once again whisper in the ear of 
every lover, or rather of every loveress: 
Don't lovo too much! Don't merge your 
whole existence; don't set all your hopes; 
don't cast aside all other joys and hopes 
for the sake of this love of today whicli 
you fondly believe to bo eternal, but 
which, in point of fact, is no more eternal 
than the sunshino which is bound to fail 
you after a few hours, leaving only night 
behind. Tho sun will rise again, no 
doubt, and its sweetness and light may 
bo oven more charming tomorrow than 
today, it will bo another diiy; this 

one will have passed away for ever. 

Ten, fifteen, twenty years fi'om now 
you will, if you are a true woman, lovo 
something or somebody with all your 
loving heart, but it won't be this some- 
body unles.'!, as I paid before, your .and 
his love changes into a noble friend- 
ship. Look back, if you have already 
reached mid41e age, and recall honestly 
and reasonably the character, the intel- 
lect, the manners^of y our earliest lovo

NAllROW ESCAPE. 

Tlie Ship "Taconiii" Has Her Anchor 
Chains Sawn— Left in Ex- 
treme Peril. 



Suppased to Be the Work of Men 
Who Olyect to Her 
'"Scab" Crew 



San Fkascisco, March 11, — A gale blew 
in tho bay last night with almost hurricane 
force. It had been expected, and all tho 

ships tied up at tho wharves were ready. 
Extra haHsera were put out and fenders 
were placed between the vessels and tho 
wharves to keep them from chafiog. No 
damage to speak of was done, and outside 
of tho occurrence on tho American ship 
Tueoma there was not an incident 
of suliioient importance to recall lust 
night's storm. The anchor chains of 
the big vessel had been cut almost through 
with saws, and when the gale came up they 
snapped, and the Tacoma waa almost upon 
the rocka of Alcatraz before help could 
reach her. Tho Tacoma arrived here from 
Philadelphia on February 10 with a general 
ctrgo. Sho docked and diacharged. About 
a week aeo aho waa chartered lo load coal 
at Nauaimo by John Roaenfold 4 Sons, and 
was to have sailed to-day. A non-union 
crew waa engaged and went on board laat 
night. To aave trouble tho skipper took 
the vessel out into the stream, intending 
to sail with thia morning's tide. In 
talking about the occurrence Captain Bur- 
ton Jatfrcy said : " Tiie outrage was un- 
doubtedly the work of Union men, as they 
know he was going to ship a non>Union 
crew. The miscreants had plenty of chance 
to saw tho anchor chains while the ship lay 
at tho wharf, and they availed themselves 
of the opportunity. About .'5 o'clock yea- 
terday Hfternoon my crew cair.o on board, 
and seeing that a gale was coining up I de- 
tcriniued to haul out into tho stream. 'The 
starboard anchor waa let go and we 
rode easily. At 1 o'clock thia morning 
it wua blowing a gale and I went on 
deck. Tho ship seemed to bo drifting and 
I ordered the port anchor dropped. The 
men paid out the chain on the port anchor 
so as to lighten tho starbo.ird one and thus 
have them botli holding. Rut neither of 
them held and when a hquall came howling 
down about li.'iO a.m. the Tacoma went 
with it. Wo shot past Union and fjombard 
street wharves and snctions 1,'J, and.'! of 
sea wall at the rate of fifteen knots un hour. 
Twice we came within a few feet of coming 
into collision with ships in tho stream, 
and when tugs picked us up oil' Alcatray, we 
were within a few hundred feet of tho 
rocks. As soon os I know the anchors were 
gone and that tho tho ship was at the mercy 
of the gale, I began to burn blue lighla. 
No one paid any attention to us, and I gave 
ourselves up as lost. All the blue lights 
were burned out, and then we took to burn- 
ing torches made of oakum and turpentine. 
My non-union men were on deck, but as the 
sails had nob been bene they could do noth- 
ing except to watch with me the ship drift 
steadily towards tho rooks. When wo had 
almost given up tho striigf^'ln the Ship- 
owners and Merchaiils' tugs Hercules and 
Sea Queen hove in sight, aud a few niinutea 
later had their hawser ou board. Had it 
not been for the work of my "scabs," as 
they are called, even then tho ship would 
have been lost. They took the hawsers 
aboard, made them fast, and stood by while 
tho ship waa being towed to a place of 
aaf,;ty. Tho men arc still aboard, and will 
go with me to Nanaimo." 'The 'Tacoma is 
tied up at tho wharf, and tho tug Rescue is 
dragging for her anchors. Tho ends of the 
chains show that a link in each chain was 
cut through, and when tho strain came they 
parted.

The Limits of the Protective Zone as 
Announced Meet With Their 
Approval.

Collector A. R. Milne yesterday received 
the following aigniQoant telegram from tho 
Deputy Minister of Marino, Octawa : 

" The Russian Government propose this 
year prohibiting seal bunting, and seizing 
Boalcra coming within a radius' of thirty 
miles of Conmiander Island and Robbin Is- 
lands, and within ten miles of tho Russian 
coast. Warn your sealers accordingly." 

Immediately on receipt of the telegram. 
Collector Milne communioated with the 
local owners and agents of sealing vessels, 
and from the fact that none of them called 
un him up to the hour of closing the oUice, 
ho infers that they are satisfied with thu 
terms proposed. The official intimation, 
however, comes rather late in the season, 
aa, with u few exceptions, all the schooners 
cleared out of port several weeks ago. 

'J'hc Odcar and Hattie and San tfose will 
bo leaving to-morrow, and their captains 
and crows are aa juilant as are the owners 
iu the happy knowledge of the fact that 
they will not be interfered with so long us 
they do not go within the /..mes specilicd. 
Roth these vessels will carry the tidings to 
all the sealers they fall in with on their 
voyage. 

On 'I'uceday the steamer Mystery leaves 
for ClayiH|iiot Sound with supplies, and 
liDlieri tij meet at this rendezvous the Wan- 
derer, .Sapphire, Triumph, lilack Diamond, 
Ocean Belle, and probably a couploof othtra. 
Mr. R. Hall goes down by tho ateanicr and 
will bo armed with tho ollicial 
notification of tho anangcments come 
to. Mr. Andrew I-'"ig also takes 
a boat for liarulay J-Jound, where he hopes 
to meet the C. D. Rjiid and \V. P. Siy- 
ward. He intended to go by the Maude, 
and will do so if the ucciilent to that 
boat does not prevent her departure. 
Cape. Siuv.-ard will go up iu the iMischief 
to-morrow, and will locate the Mascot, tho 
Dora Siownrd and others, so that a ma- 
jiirity of the fleet on the Pacific Coast 
will, within a couple of weeks, have been 
communicated with. 

As for the vessels which have gone over 
to the Japan coast — twenty-five in number 
—it will be difl&autt to communicate with 
them. Capt. Cox, who by this time is in 
Yokohama, has been cublud to, and will 
no doubt exert himself to spread the news. 
It is also pretty certain, Collector 
.Milne says,' that tho linglish Gov- 
ernment will assist in making known 
tho terms .of the arrangement, by 
communicating with tho British consuls at 
all ports at which tho scalers are likely to 
call or from which tho news cun be taken. 
He feels confident that nearly uU the veaaela 
will have been made acquainted with tho 
conditions of Russia's terms before they 
reach tho Comandorski islands, and thinks 
there is not much danger of their going 
within the ten mile const limit. 

The Collector expresses pleasure at being 
able to make tho announcement justified by 
the telegram. 

'■Our poor follows," said he yesterday, 
" have been hunted and harassed worse 
than tho seals, aud it ia nearly time that 
they should have aomo protection. They 
will now know exactly the limits inside 
which they must not go, and will be 
able lo keep out. 'The worst of 
it is tint tho currents and foga 
along tho Russian coast may bring some of 
them ineido, although they do not intend to 
lie there. Souls are cot caught so near 
shore. What is the fact ? Why, last year 
there were-moredead pupa than ever known 
before, although those ' terrible poachers ' 
of ours were not allowed to hunt. It was 
not that the nursing mothers were killed, 
but that disease bad broken out smont; the 
young stock. This has already been demon- 
strated, and photographs have been taken 
of the seals in the various stages of the dis- 
ease." 

Cipt. Sieward wa.q .subsequently aeon. 
Ho expressed himself — ami undertook to 
apeak for all tho other sealers — as thorough- 
ly satislied with tho arrangement. 

" Wo don't want to got within thirty 
miles of the Islands," said the captain. 
" We have better huntuig grounds outside 
that limit. The fact ia that within thirty 
miles of the Islands yoii never meet with a 
seal that is not coming out for feed or re- 
turning to the rookeries. Fifty, sixty or 
seventy ndlea outside, is better huuliug 
than thirty miles. I am glad the limit ia 
thirty miles, and I think it a very wise 
arrangement, becau-^e it protects the young 
and the mothers. The females with young 
seldom go outaide thirty miles, and within 
that limit they ought lo be poifectly safe. 
It. is best for all parlies concerned that 
they should bo protected. Aa for 
tho ten mile limit off tho coast wc 
never dream of going in nearer except by 
accident or for water. It is outside the 
tisliing is done. I think it is very good 
news, and none of us can be dissatistiod 
with it." 

Mr. George Brown also spoke of tho terms 
as mnac satisfactory. 

" No one can find fault with them," said 
Mr. Brown. " I hope all tho sealers will 
hear of it and keep clear of danger."
